Work Turns His Hair Gray. 

Lord, Hewlett & Hull, architects, also have 
established a new hard work record for the 
profession. Washington Hull, managing 
architect at the Clark mansion, had thick 
curly brown hair when the work began; he 
is now gray. 

Trouble for Senator Clark and his archi- 
tects began when the Maine and New Hamp- 
shire Granite company gave notice of an ad- 
vance in the contract price. The firm had 
agreed to supply white granite for the walls 
for $200,000. The quarry people suddenly 
demanded $650,000, claiming that alterations 
‘and additions in the plans of the mansion 
made the demand only fair. Architect Hull 
knew that at North Jay, Me., there was a 
small unworked quarry of pure white granite 
that adjoined the quarries of the Maine and 
New Hampshire company. 

Buys Up Various Foundries. 

Sending the facts to the senator by cable 

he awaited a reply. It came fast: Buy 
that quarry, if possible.” 
He did buy it, and then not only rejected 
the higher price of the New Hampehire com- 
pany but abrogated its contract because it 
had not lived up to it, 

The senator decided that no contractor. 
should bleed him again. He decided to estab- 
lish a stone dressing plant. Then he decided 
that as a million dollars“ worth of bronzes 
was to be used, the only way to successfully 
escape the extortion of contractors was to 
own a bronze foundry. The ame agreement 
held good as to the woodwork and decorat- 
ing plaster, and the senator added these to 
his list. | 

Will Keep Bronze Plant. 

Architect Hull became president and treas- 
urer of the new company to operate the 
Henry Bonnard foundry, which made a bid 
for general business while it devoted most 
of its energy to manufacturing supplies for 
the Clark.mansion. It promises to be the 
only survivor of the plants bought by the 
Montana millionaire. It has many con- 
tracts and promises to make money for the 
senator. 

The granite quarry has been shut down and 
the stone dressing plant at Portland is for 
sale. They have served their purpose, sav- 
ing the senator $500,000.

Police Keep Strikers Moethe: | 
There was little trouble at the Carter H. 
Harrison school, although 600 children were 
in the tanks. The several policemen detailed

The strike at the Hermann Raster school 
was called shortly before the close of the 
morning session, when a Peabody coal wagon 
backed up to the schoolhouse. Four hundred 
pupils left their books. When the children 
became too demonstrative Principal David J. 
Murray sent in a call for the police. The 
strikers were dispersed. 

When the pupils of the Hendricks school 
arrived at the building in the morning they 
found the doors locked and a sign bearing 
the word Closed ” pasted on all entrances.

A disturbance was caused when nonunion 
drivers attempted to deliver three loads of 
coal from the Peabody Coal company to the 
Fulton school, Fifty-third street and Her- 
mitage avenue.

In any 
field one failroad refusing to acquiesce in a 
new adjustment can hold up all its competi- 
tors. This is peculiarly true of the southern 
rate adjustment. An effective commission 
could do much to bring the recalcitrant rail- 
way to time, forcing the offending road to 
raise its standards to those of the best, but 
much of this work could be dane by all the 
railroads themselves if they, ree ‘given 
power to act jointly.

preducers of material and the shipowners, if 
the purchases were not limited to the Ameri- 
can products, * 

lt was decided, however, that the money 
consideration was so great that it could not 
be ignored, for iy was held that in cases fully 
50 per cent more had been charged for ma- 
terial needed in canal construction than 
the same pode could be procured for in 
Europe. 

Chief Engineer Wallace, for instance, 
showed that two ships in addition to those 
running between New Tork and Colon and 
owned by the Panama railroad company 
were absolutely necessary to carry the food 
supplies and material needed for the work. 
Secretary Taft can buy two 26,000 ton ships 
in Burope for $750,000, while it would cost 
$1,400,000 to build such ships here. In addi- 
tion, the Buropean ships could be had at 
once, while it would take at least eighteen 
months to secure American boats. There- 
fore it was decided to buy the ships in Bu- 
rope, or rather in any port where they can’ be 


‘bought the cheapest. 


As to material needed for canal construc- 


| tion, the committee decided that by reserving 


to itself the right to purchase in the worid's 
markets it would at least oblige American 
manufacturers to give them the benefit of 
their foreign prices if they wish to sell goods 
to the committee. 

Secretary Taft explained today that he felt 
obliged to indorse this decision, because hav- 
ing given congress every opportunity to give 
a contrary direction, he felt that the terms 
of the canal act provided that it should be 
constructed at the lowest — cost.

Hunts for New Victims. 
Robinson then returned to his rooms and 
reloaded his rifié, leaving his knife, and 
slipping a revolver into his pocket. He then 
descended to the first floor, one portion of 
which ip used as a carpenter shop by H. W. 


Chase probably saw him enter, but paid no 
attention to him. Robinson approached, 
and, suddenly throwing up his rifle, fired, the 
bullet entering Chase’s breast, close to the 
heart. He died instantly. 

From the carpenter shop Robinson pro- 
ceeded on his bicycle down Fourth street for 
several blocks, through the business section 
of the town, with the riffle in his hand. He 
went directly to the house of W. H. Dod- 
dridge, internal revenue collector, on the 
notheast corner of Second and H streets. 

There he left his wheel at the curb and ran 
up the steps to the front door, carrying his 
revolver in one hand and his rifie in the other.

Soon it will be so large that mimic wars can 
be conducted on a proper scale, all the ves- 
dels taking part in them flying the Amer- 
Wan flag. ‘The codperation of Britons to 
assist Ameritan officers in studying the 
higher problems of their profession will be 
as unnecessary as it is undesirable. 

Admiral Beresford is perhaps the best 
example extant of British “ bluffmess.” He 
knows lis profession; he may know his 
countrytien, but he does not understand 
Americans. He does not seem to know that 
the American nation would rise up in re- 
volt if it were to believe that the government 
of the. United States thought seriously of 
manetyers® participated in by its fleet and 
that of any other nation, however closely 
related by ties of affection or by common 
commercial interests.

NO PARTIES ‘IN 


It is only through the vivifying power of 
parties,“ said J. M. Dickinson at the Iro- 
quois club banquet, “that governmental 
theories find practical expression.“ Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his address, referring to 
what Mr. Dickinson had said, remarked 

t the country is governed, and under 

inary circumstances can only be gov- 
erned, under the party system. Then he 
qualified that by saying: | 

The great bulk of the questions of most im- 
portance before us as a people are questions which 


we can best decide, not from the standpoint of 
republicanism or democracy,- but from the stand- 


‘point of the interests of the average American 


citizen, whether republican or demoerat. 

It is not difficult to define the questions 

which should not be decided from the parti- 

san standpoint. The sphere within which 
0 government is useful, if not indis- 
pensable, can be defined with reasonable 
accuracy. It is through the machinery of 
parties that a majority of the voters’ are 
enabled to make the principles or policies 
they favor the rules of governmental action. 

Parties have, or are supposed to have, dis- 
tinguishing principles which are set forth 
in their respective platforms. The voters 
who approve of the principles of a particular 
party need only to vote for its candidates to 
do all that lies within their power to make 
those principles effective. In the last cam- 
] paign the parties occupied different graund 
as to the Philippine question and some other 
questions of great moment. Those ques- 
tions were presented by the parties more 
precisely and definitely than they conid navy 
been in any other way. 

Parties are necessary in nations 
so long as they have principles. Sometimes 
there is a perplexing ‘uncertainty as to what 
they are. National parties disagreed once 
as to the extent of the reserved powets of 
the states. The democratic party was once 
all for strict construction and the restric- 
tion of the powers of the national govern- 
ment to the narrowest scope. Since Mr. 
Bryan has announced that he is in favor of 
the ownership of railroads by the national 
government it is hard to say whether he is 
a democrat or not. If he is it will puzzle 
many voters to know where the democratic 
party is at.” Nevertheless there are still 
some principles which characterize each of 
the great parties and serve to identify them. 

As we get away from national affairs and 
questions of principle the utility of party 


tle politics in state affairs and state legisla- 
tures. If it were not that legislatures elect 
United States senators and make congres- 
sional and legislative apportionments it 
would Be a matter of no consequence wheth- 

er the members were republicans or demo- 
erats. All that would be required of them 
would be honesty and capacity. If state in- 
stitutions were guarded by the merit system 
all state affairs could be satisfactorily con- 
ducted by a competent governor 4 any 
party. 

The activity of party rule should cease at 
the county line. There is no occasion for 
party government within the county, the 
city, the park district, or the ‘township. 
There is no more room for it than in the ad- 
ministration of private corporations. 

In the old days of superheated partisan- 
ship the whig would not trust his constitu- 
tion to a democratic doctor if he could help 
it. The democrat disliked totrade at a whig 
store, for he feared he might be cheated, 
That absurdity has disappeared. Nobody 
asks the politics of the man he trades with, 
The only questions are, have vou the 
goods,” and what is the price?” If he have 
the goods and tlie price be reasonable a bar- 
‘gain is struck, no matter whether the seller 
republican, democrat, or socialist. 

The department st6re does not inquire into 
the politics of heads of departments, and 
they are not interested in the politics of sub- 
ordinates. Corporations, large and small, 
employ managers of whose political prefer- 
ences they are ignorant or about which they 
are indifferent. That should be the po 
of municipal corporations. All that they 
should require of the citizens who manage 
their affairs is that they be honest and com- 
petent, and for the maintenance of law and 
order under all circumstances. 

The governor sbould disregard all party 
considerations when he appoints members 
| of the Lincoln and west park boards. The 

county board should do likewise in all mat- 
ters withi jurisdiction. So should mu- 
nicipal offi Party government in local 
affairs conflicts with their proper adminis- 
tration and should speedily become obsolete.

But the main canse of automobile acci- 
dents has always been, and still is, the love 
rs and owners’ of going faster 
than is safe or the law permits. Most auto- 
mobilists are respectable and generally la w- 
abiding citizens. They don’t mean to hurt 
anybody. Nobody except the injured 
more sorry than they are when they do. 
But many would rather break the law and 
take the chance of crippling or killing than 
forego the pleasure of speeding. 

Perhaps when automobiles have been in 
uee longer and become more common speed 
madness will grow less prevalent, Who 
cares now to scorch through a city’s streets 
on a bicycle?
